A SURE FIRE METHOD FOR 
CUTTING MAIL ORDER BUSINESS. 
We all look with disfavor upon mail order busi­ 
ness, mail order business going to large cities where 
the money sent them is never returned to this sec­ 
tion, yet we do very little about such a business 
other than discussing business losses incurred from 
auch practice among the people. 
There is a plan however, which if pressed, will 
discount the practice to some extent. 
You have 
heard the expression “fight the devil with fire,” 
that is what this suggestion offers. 
Fight the mail 
order business with mail order business. 
The working of the plan is simple enough, it 
simply entails the sending of price lists to 
farm 
homes twice a week, telling the farmer what there 
is in the Twin Cities that he needs and at what 
price he may obtain such necessities, or luxuries as 
the case may be. 
This will encourage the farmer 
to do his mail order business in Albany-Decatur, 
rather than in other cities. 
It will encourage the 
tee of the telephone, it Will encourage the use of 
the mails in ordering.

MORGAN ASKS CHANGES IN 
RLK VL RO \D SYSTEM. 


That-the farmers of Morgan county arp interest* 
ed in a change in the present road laws is one of j 
the best signs seen recently that the county as 1 
well as Albany-Decatur is interested in 
making 
progress. 
The fact that the farmer is ready and 
willing to shed his coat and go to work to give 
Morgan a road system is a sign of public spirited- 
ness that eánnot be overlooked by townspeople. 
What is wrong with the present system, accord­ 
ing to attorneys, is the 
technical 
interpretation 
which may be placed upon any of the several sec­ 
tions of the law, allowing those who do not care to 
do their share in working roads, or paying taxes j 
to s\ip by without penalty. 
Certainly others who ! 
are w illing to work these rural roads do not care t o 1 
do so when the neighbor across the way is going 
to have the same benefit without making effort. 
C i course there are classes of farmers just as 
th e \; ms J classes of townspeople who do not 'care 
what the otter fellow does or thinks. 
These men 
are willing to do their share regardless of the effort 
on th« pert of otters, but in the building of a year 
round s ond system the work of more than a single- 
group i* required. 
They are not brought together 
so easii. in the rural sections as workers arc in the 
cities, therefore there is need for the law to be 
enforced among the whole people. 
As the public now understands the existing road 
law the board of revenue is powerless to enforce the 
road statute at the present time, for the reason that 
the board must first comply with every section of the 
law before it can enforqe its own statutes. 
It must 
likewise prove that it has done what is necessary, 
requiring time and expense and probably 
failing 
upon some point of technicality which is all that is 
necessary to end the responsibility so far as the tax 
payey or the road worker is concerned. 
It would 
seem th a t,under such a condition that the only step 
to be taken is through the repeal of such law and 
the substitution of state law or such local law as 
can be made applicable. 
The Morgan farmer is the man who is substan­ 
tially concerned and he says that he wants the law 
changed, that in itself should be sufficient to take 
care of any doubts in the minds of legislators or 
others who prefer to think over the situation. 
Mor­ 
gan, like the remainder of the state of Alabama, 
needs roads now, not at some future date and the 
sooner some action is taken upon the road question 
just that mtych sooner is Morgan going to break 
$hc bonds which have separated the town and rural

NE of the pleasures I have in writing these 
health articles is that it brings me pleasant 
letters from every part of the country.

apple” and Is flanked with a con­ 
siderable 
am ount of 
gland tissue. 
This is the thyroid gland. 
A ssociated w ith 
the thyroid are 
som e sm all ductless glands called the 
parathyroids. 
At the l*aae of the 
brain, inside the skull, Is another of 
these «trance glands. 
This one is 
[ called the pituitary body or gland. In

known as the pineal gland. 
There are other glands of the sam e 
type. 
The sex glands, the testicle 
and ovary, as well a* the great spleen 
are really ductless glands.

Hunting Season In Alabama Is 
; 
Expected To Prove Very Popular 


.MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 1— 
(A P )—Hunting will be a popular 
sport in Alabama this year if in­ 
dications from a recent report sub­ 
mitted by I. T. Quinn, state com­ 
missioner of games and fisheries, 
materialize. 
The report followed 
a survey of game birds and other 
forma of wild Ufe found in the 
state and declares game more plen­ 
tiful this year than in any year 
since game laws were enacted in 
1908. 
Strict enforcement of game pro­ 
tective laws, stringent punishment 
inflicted upon violators of these 
laws and good weather conditions 
are given as the chief reasons for 
the boruntiful game supply. 


The hunting season was official­ 
ly opened October 16, but for only 
one species of game 
birds, 
the 
dove. 
The season closes January 
31. 
Not more than,25 doves may 
be killed by any one person in 
one day. The tropical storm on the 
const destroyed a large number of 
doves but despite this log a good 
crop remains even in Mobile and 
Baldwin 
counties 
which 
were 
struck by the storm, the commis­ 
sioners report stated. 
Hunting seasons and bag limits 
for ether game and birds are found 
in the following: 
Wild turkey gobblers which now 
are found in 
practically 
every 
„^£ouhty in the state, December 1 to 
April 1, with a hag limit of one 
in any one day and ten in any one 
season. 
Wild turkey hens must 
not he killed at any time. 
Quail 
are said to be more plentiful this 
year than in any year since the be­ 
ginning of the twentieth century.

last two years according to Com mis

Hunters not accustomed to hunting 
in the woodlands found difficul­ 
ty in landing their quarry which 
had a decided bearing on the large 
crop prevalent this year. In 1024- 
25 cover for the quail was destroy­ 
ed in many places by fire and A 
portion of the quail crop also was 
consumer by the fire.

conditions have been ideal during 
the nesting and rearing 
season. 
Since the close of the season last 
February several thousand $ Ü il 
were imported into the state *od
